IS GONE AT COLUMBUS 


Floating Structure Destroyed by Fall 
Over Dam, Thus Saving Second 
Bridge — West Point Is 
Fearful—Great Damage 
in Alabama. 


Columbus, Ga., February 27.—The Four- 
teenth street bridge across the Chatta- 
hoochee river to Phenix City and Girard 
collapsed and was carried away by the 
floods about 5 o’clock this afternoon. For- 
tunately no one was hurt, as there was 
not a soul on it at the time, perhaps the 
first time since it wats built that there 
was a single minute in the daytime that 
there was not some one on it. It looks 
as though providence fixed the moment 
it should go. 

The bridge broke in two about 100 feet 
from the Georgia shore and went sweep- 
ing down stream at a frightful pace. Just 
four and a half blocks below it is the 
other bridge which crosses to Girard, 
and it, too, would have been carried away 
had rot the fall over the Fagle and Phe- 
nix dam burst the floating bridge to 
pieces before it reached the cther. The 
electric light and telephone wires running 
over to~ Phenix City and Girard went 
thrgueh the bridge and they were snap- 
ped like so many threads. The water 
pipes which supplied the city with water 
were also in this bridge and that, toa, 
were broken like sticks and carried away, 
leaving the city without water for the 
time being. 

The water company have a submerged 
main across the river and this was 


placed into commission, which saved the 


city from a water famine. 

The Fourteénth street bridge was a 
wooden structure bullt in 1865. Bonds have 
just been issued for building a_ steel! 
bridge at this point. The bridge washed 
away was worth about $40,\W00. 

The floods in this section are enormous. 

The rain has been falling here in tor- 
rents all day. No trains except the Cen- 


tral of Georgia fréem Macon have reached 9 


the city since ploon. A washout near 
Seale, Ala., holds the Mobile and Girard 
passenger train due this Morning, and the 
departing train on that road was an- 
nulled. There are several washouts on 
the Seaboard Air Line between here and 
Albany, which stops traffic on that line.

their trains. There is a big washout on 
the Southern right in the city limits, 
which will cavse considerable delay. All 
trains since this morning. have been an- 
nufied and there is Nttle hope of any to- 
morrow. Tonight the Associated Press 
wire is the only one in operation toward 
the north. 

At 11 o'clock tonight the river was 
within 56 feet of the lower wagon bridge 
and rising a foot an hour. If this bridge 
ghould go several thousand operatives in 
Phenix City and Girard will be cut off 
from their- work. It will be several 
months before the new steel bridge is 
built and the loss of the upper bridge 
will cause great inconvenience. At 10 
o'clock tonight water was 2 feet deep in 
the rope room of the Eagie and Phenix 
milis, the lowest part of the mills.

THREATENED BY HARDEST

_ RAIN STORM ON RECORD 
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At an early hour this 
morning Supt. Woodward, 
of the water works depart- 
ment, was notified that the 
river pumping station was 
threatened by the rapid rise 
of the Chattahoochee. The 
water is swelling up at the 
rate of 15 inches an hour. 
A height of 23 feet above 
the normal level was re- 
corded at midnight. At this 
rate the danger point of 30 
feet will soon be reached. In 
this emergency a force of men 
will be put to work to erect 
an embankment around the 


pant. 
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Atlanta and the sections of 
Georgia yesterday experienced what in 
all probability is the greatest rainfall 
ever Known here. From 7 o'clock vester- 
day morning to 9 o'clock last night the 
rainfall registered 3.60 inches. 

Throughout the day the streets were 
flooded, and at times the rain was sg 
heavy that pedestrians were almost forced 
from the Streets. With suburbanites 
walking was out of the question, and the 
street railway company did a land-office 
Lusinegs, 

The rains have raised the streams to 
such an extent that railroad fraffic in the 
western part of the state,will be greatly 
impedcd. Train No. on the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, which should 
have arrived in Atlanta last night at 11:40 
o’cloek, is marked up as five or six hours 
late, no definite figures being given out. 

This is by far the heaviest rainfall that 
has been,experienced in fourteen hours 
since the Atlanta station cf the weather 
bureau was established in 1878. Only 
three times since then has the rainfall 
for the twenty-four hours exceeded the 
figure reached yesterday for fourteen 
years. These three days were March 17, 
S81, when the rainfall was 4.64 inches; 
January 6, 188, when it was 4.6 inches, 
and March 29, 1886, when the rainfall for 
a single reached the unparalleled 
record of 7.36 inches. But it is for twenty- 
four hours that each one of these records 
Speaks, while 3.6) inches fell in Atlanta 
yesterday in fourteen hours. 

Bridges Stand No Chance. 

The rainfail was as heavy in all 
lying sections, and as a result al) streams 
in this section are booming, and bridges 
are being washed away everywhere. 

Last night the local weather office sent 
(ut flood warnings to West Point. Colum- 
bus, Hufaula, the three principal cities 
Iceated on the Chattahoochee: and also 
te a tumber of points on the Alabama 
river. 4 

The heavy rainfall, together wéth the 
storm which surprised At- 
lantans yesterday, was brought about by 
peculiar atmospheric conditions. 

With the temperature at a normal 
fzure—48 Fahrenheit— the barometer last 
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) NE roathed the.jowest potht that has 
been reeorded .in¢e the station was 
eftabliched here—27.90. 

This flow pressure began to he felt 
early yesterday morning.- All dav long 
the barometer steadily declined until 9 
ocloek last night, when it became sta- 
tionary.

The heavy rains which were experienced 
in Atlanta yesterday were caused Dy 
winds from ithe gulf, but the rapid prog- 
ress of the storm center eastward indi- 
cated that winds from the northwest will 
prevai! today, and that’ clear weather 
will result. 

This wili «lso probably bring an aAp- 
preciable fail in temperature, but nothing 
ike a cald wave 1s anticipated. 

The rainfall yesterday was far in ex- 
cess Of any ever recorded here for a day 
in February. The three highest Febru- 
ery records up to this time have been eis 
tcllowse: February 9, 1881, 3.338 inches; 
February 25, 1899, 2.78 inches, and Febru- 
ery 12, 1900, 2.70 inches. 

Flood at the River. 

The heavy rain of yesterday converted 
the Chattahcochee river, in the vicinicv 
of Atlanta, into a. raging, booming t>r- 
rent. and at a late hour last night th 
river station of the water works was 
threatened. If the rise continues through- 
out today, measures will be taken this 
morning to protect the plant from dam- 
age. 

C>lonel Park Woodward, superintend nt 
cf the water works department, was in 
communicaticn with the station last 
right, so that if immediate tanger pre- 
sented itself he could cake steps at once 
to hold in check the furious waters. 
The night was passed w:thout damage. 
but Colonel Woodwerd stated that if the 
rain ecntinues today prompt action will 
have to be taken. ' 

If the rise reaches the danger pvint, a 
force of men will be put to work threw- 
ing up a high bank around the plant. 
There is ample room between the plant 
and the water for such a bank, and its 
construction offérs the cnly meange of 
safety when the danger point is reached. 
At 11 o'clock last night the river was 

feet above low water mark and was 
rising at the rate of 15 inches an -hour. 
which is said to be the fastest rise ever 
known in this county. The danger point 
is 30 feet, and it #8 exvected that 27 feet 
will be reached by morning. Should the 
rain continue today, it is probatle the 
stream will go beyond the 30-foot mark 

The river left its bank last ni¢eht and 
all the surrounding lowlands are inun- 
dated. The rise after midnight was not 
so rapid as during .he ear!y hours cf the

Then he statd he had received from 
Senator Tilman a request to be allowed 
to address tne senate on a question of 
highest privilege, stating that the Caro- 
wnan asked for unanimous consent to do 
this. 

Tillman Not in Pleasant Mood. 

This was formally objected to by Sen- 
ator Burrows. It developed, hosvever, 
that Tillman dd not ask that his request 
be put as an unanimous consent proposi- 
tion. and the latter was not #& a pleaé- 
ant frame of mind at the presdent’s put- 
ting it that way. He had to stand it, 
however. 

He made the request for recognition on 
the ground that it was his right. Fall- 
Ing to get this, his formal protest was 
presented by Senator Turner. A formal 
order that this be spread upon the jour- 
nal and printed in the record was én- 
tered. Then followed a debate which 
promised to be highly interesting over 
the reference of the protest to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections. Sena- 
tor Hoar moved the refefence. 

Senator Bacon objected to this actton 
being taken without further considera- 
tion. He said the protest was complete 
in étselif and required no reference. Sen- 
ator Hoar replied that such action was no 
reflection upon the senator making the 
protest, but he wis not disposed to press 
the motion if senators thought such ac- 
tion hasty at this time.

Senator Frye called the assemblage to 
order, and after ‘a prayer by Rev. Dr.

Hay’s Eulogy on McKinley. 
#He said in part: 

The life of William McKinley was, from his 
birth to hfs death, typically American. There 
js no environment, I should say, anywhere 
else in the world which could produce just 
such a character. He was born into that way 
of life which elsewhere is called thé middie 
class, but which inh this country is. 8 nearly 
universal as to make of other classes an al- 
most negligible quantity. He was neither 
rich nor poor, neither proud nor humblé; he 
kn¢w no hunger, he was not sure of satisfy- 
ing, no luxury which could enervate mind or 
body. His, parents were sober, God-fearing 
people; intelligent ‘and upright; without pre- 
tention and without humility. He grew up in 
the company of boys Itke himself; wholesome, 
honest, self-respecting. Théy,looked down on 
nobody; they never .felt it possible they. could 
be looked down upon. ,Their houses were the 
homes of probity, piety, patriotism. 

It is not @asy to give to those of a later gen- 
eration any ‘clear idea of that extraordinary 
spiritual awakening ‘which. passed over the 
country at the first red signal fires of the war 
between the states. It was not our earliest 
apocalypse; a hundred years before the na- 
tion had been revealed to itsélf, when after 
long discussion and much searching of heart 
the people of the colonies had resolved that 
to live without liberty was worse than to die, 
and had therefore wagered in the solemn 
came of war ‘“‘their lives, their fortunes and 
their sacred honor.”’ 


oublous Times of Civil War. 


' In 1860 the nation was going down into the 
Valley ‘of’ Decision. The question which had 
been debated on thousands of platforms, 
which had Been discussed in countless publi- 
catiéns, which, thundered from innumerable 
-pulpjts, .-had caused. in thair congregations the. 
bitter strife and dissension to which only 
cases of conscience can give rise, was every-

in the various channels of publicity was it 


that in the north alone’ 
“there was this “austere wrestling with con- 
science... In the south. gs well, below all*the 
effervescence and, excitement of a people per- 
haps more given to eloquent speech than we 
were there was: the préfound agony of ques- 
tion* and answer, the summons to decide 
whether honor and freedom did not call them 
to revolution and war. It is e@sy for parti- 
kanship fo say that the. one side .was right 
and that the other was wrong. It is easier 
still for an indolent magnanimity to say that 
beth were right. Perhaps in the wide view 
of ethics one is always right to follow his 
conscience, though {t lead him to diséster and 
death. But history is inexorable. She takes 
no account of sentiment ahd intention; and 
in her cold and luminous eyes that side is 
right which ‘fights.in harmony with the stars 
im their courses. 


McKinley as a Soldier. 


At 17 years of age William McKinley heard 
this summons of his country, He wae the eort 
of youth to whom a military Ife in ordinary 
times would possess po attractions, His na- 
ture was far different from that of the ordi- 
nary soldier. He had other dreams of lite, 
its prizes and pleasures, than that of marches 
and battles. But to his mind there wae no 
chofce or question. The banner floating in 
the morning breeze waza the b&cKoning gesture 
of his country.’ The thrilling notes of the trum- 
pet ealled him—him and none other—into the 
ranks. Hig portrait in his first uniform is fa- 
miliar to you all—the short, stocky figure; 
the quiet, thoughtful face; the deep, dark 
eyes. It is the fg@ce of a lad who could not 
stay at home wh he thought he was needed 
in’ the field. He was of the stuff of which 
good soldiers are made. He enlisted: as a pri- 
vate; he learned to obey. He left. the army 
with lid rank when the war ended, brevetted 
by President Lincoln for gallantry in battle. 

When the confederate army saw the time h 
come they acknowledged the pitiless logic 
facts, and ceased fighting. When the army of 
the union eaw it was longér needed, with- 
out a murmur or question, makinfg no terms 
asking no return, in the flush ef victory and 
fullness of might, itwlai§ down its arms and 
melted back into tvie mass of peaceful citi- 
zens. Both sections share equally in that 
crown of glory. They had held a debate of 
incomparable tmportance and had fought it 
out with equal. energy. 


His Pure Home Life. 


William McKinley, gne of that.sensible mil- 
Tion of men, giadly laid down his eword and 
betook himself to his books. He quickly made 
up the time jost soldiering. He attacked 
his Blackstone as he would have done a hos- 
tile entrenchment; finding the range of a coun- 
try law library. too narrow, he went to the 
Albany law school, where he worked energet- 
ically with brilliant Success; was admitted to 
the bar and settled down to practice—a brev- 
etted veteran of 24—im the quiet town of 
Canton, now and henceforward forever fa- 
mous as the scene of His life and his place of 
sepulture. Here. many blessings awaited him; 
high repute, professional success, and a do- 
mestic affection so pure, so devoted and stain- 
less that future poets, seeking an ideal of 
Christian marriage, will find in it a theme 
worthy of their songs. This is a eubject to 
which the lightest allusion seems Bene 
but it is impossible to @peak of illiam Mc- 
Kinley without remembering that no truer, 
tenderer Knight to his chosen lady ever’ iived 
among -mortal.men. If to the spirits of the 
just made perfect ie permitted the conscious- 
ness of earthly, things, we may be sure that 
bis faithful soul is now watching over that 
gentie sufferer who counts the |g hours in 
th@ir shattered home in the desolate splendor 
of his fame. 


McKinléy in Politics, 


In 1876—the beginning of the second century 

of the republic—he began, by an election to 
congress, his political career. Thereafter: for 
fourteen years this chamber was his home. I 
use the word advisedly. Nowhere in the world 
was he so in harmony with his environment 
as here; nowhere else did his mind work with 
such full cé@nsciousness of its powers. The 
air of debate was native to him; here he 
drank delight of battle with his peers. in 
after days, when he drove by this stately pile, 
or when on rare occasions his duty called him 
here, he greeted his ola haunts w 
tianate gest of a child of the house; during 
all the last ten years of his life, filled as they 
were with activity and glory, he never céased 
to be homesick for this hall. 
' Our history shows how surely an executive 
courts disaster and ruin by assuming«an at- 
titude of hostility or distrust to the legigla- 
ture; and, on ‘the other hand, Me ley's 
frank and sincere trust and confidence in con- 
gress were repaid by prompt and loyal sup- 
port and cooperation. ¢During his entiré term 
of office this mutual’ trust and regard—so es- 
sential to the public welfare—was never shad- 
owed by a single cloud.

He stood that day past master of the art of 
statesmanship. He had nothing more to ask 
of the peopie. He owed them nothing but 
truth ang faithful service.

and so pure that pride in its-nability at once 
softened and enhanced the nation’s sense of 
loss. The republic grieved over such a son— 
but is proud forever of having produced him, 
After all, in spite of its tragic ending, his 
life was éxtraordinarity happy.

The royal’ visitor and his party were 
taken to Mount Vernon by special train 
ever the Washington, Arlington and 
Mount Vernon electric railway. Prince 
Henry walked ‘to the Washington home 
and was driven from thefte down over 
the slope of the hill to the tomb. When 
the iron gate of the tomb.was opened he 
removed hig.cap and entered. Two large 
wreaths; made at Washington by his or- 
der, already had. been sent to the tomb 
and taking them up he formally set them 
in place. A group of over a hundred 
that stood in the approach of the grave 
uncovered and that with their sélence 
added to the spirit of solemnity. 

Fifty feet down the sward that falls 
away from the tomb Prince Henry plant- 
ed a linden free. The tree had been set 
in place prior to his arrivat. and taking 
a spade the prince filled the earth around 
its roots. The prince was taken to the 
old Washington home by Superintendent 
H. H. Dodge and there met a delegation 
of the Mount Vernon Ladies’ Association 
headed” by Mrs. Justin Van Renneselaer 
Townsend, of New York. He ‘spent a 
few minutes in looking at the Washing- 
ton. relics and then departed for Wash- 
ington. 

Mistook’ Lieutenant for Prince. 

Large crowds watched his arrival and 
departure and his course through 
historic old Alexandria was lined with 
people who cheered him cordially, Many 
of the people of Allexandria mistook Lieu- 
tenant Commander Schmidf Von Schwind 
for the prince and their error led to an 
amusing incident. There is some general 
resemblance between the two and when 
the crowd singled out the young naval 


| officer’ aff cheered him the prince was

Prince Henry, accompanied by Ambas- 
sador Von Hollebeh, dined at the white 
house tonight with President and Mrs, 
Roosevelt. The dinner was entirely un- 
official and of a personal character, and 
owing to the McKinley exercises making 
this day one of mourning there were no 
formal toasts or exchanges.

“What deserves most to be emphasized, 
however, is the unanimous participation 
of the American people in the festivities 
which their highest representatives have 
given tm excellent taste. The inhabitants 
ef the imperial city of New York and of 
Washington, the capital, have shown, in 
their demonstrations in honor of the Ger- 
man prince and German peqple that they 
fee| themselves to be taking part with 
the president and his national staff in 
the hospitality which in every respect is 

worthy a great people. 

“We hope that the wish of President 
Rovsevelt to be a guest some time on a 
German battle ship wll be fulfilled in 
the most pleasant way. If this visit could 
be made in German waters, the German 
people could take part tn honoring that’ 
sympathetic personality representing the 
great Americen nation,.

Secretary Gives Some Interesting

Harry A. Garfield, of Ohlo, who was 
warmly greeted when he rose to speak 
upon “Reorganizatidn of the United 
States Consular Service,’' said in part:

Wilbert woman. By thts means the two 
were kept apart for a short time, but of 
late have been living together. 

Last night two traveling men called at 
the Weyman house, and a little while 
later drove away with the two women. 
As they left Rinard warned Mrs. Wilbert 
that if she did not return at once he 
would shoot her. She refused to obey 
him. At 3 o'clock this morning they re- 
turned and the four went upstairs. 

Rin:ard, who had absented himself, re- 
turned shortly after 10 o’ciock. He called 
Mrs. 
immediately afterwards itve. shots were 
heard by the inmates of the house. Miss 
Weyman, followed by the two men, hur- 
ried to the parlor and found the woman 
lying in the center of the room with a 
bullet wound in her head and one under 
her heart. Pinard was near the fireplace, 
with a large jagged hole through his 
heart. Both were dead.

TELEPHONE LINEMEN STRIKE. 


|They Demand a Stiff Advance in 


Their Wages. 

New York, February 27.—A large num- 
ber of telephone linemen employed in 
Manhattan, the Bronx and Long Island 
by the New York and New Jersey tele- 
phone companies went on strike today. 

Wo agreement was reached today, al- 
tifSugh it is probable that a settlement 
will be. made. The linemen demand $3.50 
a day for their foremen, $3.25 for assistant 
foremen and a flat rate of $3 for all 
clasyes of linemen. This is an increase 
of 5&0 cents for foremen and assistants 
and a smaller advance-for some of the 
linemen. The men ask for double pay -on 
Sundays and holidays and one and one- 
half pay for overtime on other days, and 
an.eight-hour day instead of nine hours. 
There are several less important griev- 
ances, including’ rules, which, the line- 
men assert, ere unreasonably severe. 


TRACTION LINES IN COMBINE. 


Giant Consolidation Has Been Ar- 
ranged at Philadelphia. 

Philadeiphia, F.@:ruary 27.—A commit- 
‘ee of diréctors of the Union Traction 
Company, of this city, decided today to 
accept the proposition to lease the com- 
pany to a new corporation, which will 
take over the franchises granted to thir- 
teen companies last summer by city coun- 
cils through state legislation. 

The new corporation will probably be 
named the Consolidated Traction Com- 
pany. It will have a capitalization of 
$30,000,000, with $3,000,000 paid in. The 
Union Traction Company will be leased 
on a graduated scale, beginning at 3 per 
cent on par and reaching 6 per cent at 
the end of seven years. 

The Union Traction Company controls 
every street railway now in operation in 
Philadelphia, and the thirteen companies 
holding the new franchises have the 
right to operate cars either under, on, or 
above the surface of every street in, the 
city not now occupied by the Union Trac- 
tion Company.

The total downfall up 
to 7 p. m. was 4:50 inches; 0.43 inches 
fell én fifteen minutes; 0.25 in five min- 
utes.

The railroads are in bad shape tonight. 
The Louisvfle and Nashville, south, had 
two washouts, one in the suburbs, and dd 
not get the morning mail train through 
until 9 p. m. Its Geneva branch has 
suffered and trains are off, but the only 
wire ic down and particulars are want- 
ing. The Plant system lost 35 feet of 
track in the suburbs and 500 feet between 
here and Troy, all trains being annulled 
indefinitely. The Seaboard Air Line has 
some washouts with wires down and 
trains both ways are annuniled for the 
night.. The Central reports one wash- 
out at Fitzpatricks. The Mobfle and 
Ohio was all right at 6 o’clock, about the 
time its wires ceased to work. 

The rainfall was 2 inches short of the 
December storm, but came much harder 
at one time a quarter of an inch falling 
én five minutes.

STILL MENACED WITH 


Situation at. Pittsburg Is 
Ice Gorge Holds. 

Pittsburg, February 27.—At midnight 
the Allegheny river at thie point had 
not moved in any great degree and Pitts- 
burg end -Allegheny are still menaced 


‘with flood and great damage otherwise. 


The government forecaster considers the 
situation critical, but cannot foretell when 
the ice will move or what it will do. 
River men are on the alert, but still 
hope the ice will go out without causing 
‘nuch damage. The disrquicting reature 
of the sight movement above here today 
is the fact that the gorge moved in a 
solid mass and should it continue in 
‘this way until it reaches here great 
damage will result, as the Fort..Wayne 
bridge at Eleventh street will surely 
stop it and back the water oyer the 
river banks. Should this occur the lower 
parts of both cities will be badly flooded. 
Oakmount and other points above is very 
serious. Beat houses have been swept 
awav, beats crushed and all kinds of 
river craft destroyed. The ice began to 
move this evening shortly after 5 
o'clock. It moved tn a solid mass from 
Logan Eddy to Oakmount, a distance 
of five miles. It then stopped and. began 
to roli and toss unttl it was at least 100 
feet high. The river at that point is 
rising rapidly and‘shows no signs of re- 
ceding, but rather of an increased rise, 
ag the gorge above is. holding back large 
volumes of water. The handsome boat 
hcuse of L. M. Morris at Oakmount was 
Cestroved, entailing a loss of several 
thousand dollars. It was caught between 
the ice and crushed like an egg shell. 
A dozen other people in the vicinity of 
Oakmount and Verona. lost pleasure 
boats. 

The ferry at Verona is in great danger 
and may be destroyed at any minute. 

At Nine Mil island the ice is gorging 
and threatens the small hamlet af Sil- 


van, with a disastrous flood. 
At Hilton station the ice is gorged a 
height of 50 feet above the water. 
Several rafts, a-boat house and the 
chain ferry have been swept away. 
Reports from headwater points tell 
of rain tonight but not very heavy. 
The coal companies at Pitssburg etook 
advantage of the 12-foot stage of water 
in the Ohio today and tsarted nearly 
2,000,000 bushels of coal southward. 


WHY THE VOLUNTEERS WIN. 


Dr. Mott Addresses the Great Con- 
vention at Toronto. 

Toronto, February 27.—Every seat in 
Massey's hall was occupied at the first of 
today’s meetings of the student volunteer 
con~ention. 

In the executive report presented by 
Rev. John R. Mott he said the reason of 
the success and power of the student vol- 
iwnteers was because of the youth, activ- 
‘ty, vigor, educatior and discipline of the 
members of the movement. 

In a summary Mr. Mott showed that 
the volunteer movement was active in 
Great Britain, Germany, Scandinavia.

Chicago, February 27.—Dr. Orvel 8. 
Burnett today faced a jury which had 
been selected during the day to try ‘him 
orn the charge of responsibility for the 
death of Mrs. Charlotte Shoup Nichol, of 
Nashville, Tenn., with whom it is said 
he agreed to die at the Hotel Marl- 
borough. The defendant was fcund suf- 
fering from the effecta of morphine beside 
the body of the woman who is believed to 
have succumbed to a fatal draught of the 
same drug. 

At the outset of the trial the prosecu- 
tion finds itself confronted by several un- 
usual difficulties. The charge against the 
defendant is based on the theory that he 
and the woman agreed to die together 
and that as a party to the suicide agree- 
ment he was responsible for her death 
both as accessory before and after the 
fuct. 

The evidence of the suicide agreement 
is a note left by the woman and state- 
ments alleged to have been made to the 
police and others by the defendant short- 
ly after the discovery of the tragedy 


These statements will be objected to by 
the defense on the ground that they were 
uttered while Burnett was under the Ine 
fluence of morphine. 

There was no post mortem (xamination 
of the woman by the coroner's physician. 
An autopsy having been omitted because 
there seemed to be no question at the 
time as to the cause of death. Mrs. Nichol 
‘eft a note in which she said she died 
btecause she loved Burnett better than 
anything else cn earth and that she could 
not bear to be separated from him. 

W. L. Nichol, husband of the dead wome 
an, is ill in Nashville and is represented 
in the case by W. D. Higgins, a friend 
who came here to make identification of 
the dead woman befcre the jury. Despite 
the ‘fact that the sanctity of the home 
will figure largely in the trial, the de- 
fense accepted married men as. jurors 
without challenge.

IS STUNNED BY THE BLOW 


Negro Summons Help and Alderman 
Burpee Plunges In, Ties Rope 
About Dr. Kelley’s Waist 
and Both Are Brought 
to Shore.

Griffin, Ga., February 27.—(Special.j— 
Dr. J. M: Kelley, one of the most promi- 
nent physicians of this city, had a nar- 
row escape from drowning this afternoon 
and is now at his home on Poplar street 
under the care of three vhysicians.

. Curred and he can give no particulars. 

He left thé city this afternoon to visit 
a patient’ out on the Zebulon road and 
was returning about 4:30 when he reached 
Isons branch, just south of this city. Or- 
dinarily,‘a small stream where a child 
could come over, he found it a raging tor- 
rent about 60 yards wide, caused by the 
heavy rain which had fallen incessantly 
since noon. 

The bridge wag submerged and the doc- 
tor décided to ford the stream. When 
about ‘half way across, his buggy was 
overturned by tre rushing water and he 
was thrown out and washed against the 
bridge. He was stunned by the force 
of the vlow, and before he could recover 
the buggy was thrown violently against 
him, pinioning him to the heavy timbers 
£upporting the bridge, making it impos- 
sible to extricate himseif. 

How He Was Rescued. 

As s00n as he realized the dangerous 
position he was in he called loudly for 
help. His cries’ were heard by a negro 
living near, who, being powerless to as- 

sist the unfortunate man, hastened to 
the first telephone and sent the news 
to the city. Officer Phelps and Aiderman 
Burpee were the first to reach the scene, 
where the latter, being a good swimmer, 
took one end of a rope and plunged into 
the water. : 

When he reached Dr. Kelley the latter 
Was so far gone that he was unable to 
grasp the rope and Mr. Burpee tied it 
around his waist. The crowd which had 
gathered on the bank pulled the two men 
to safety, but not before both were almost 
overcome by their terrible battle with 
the waters. 

Dr. Kelley was unconscious, and w2s 
placed in a carriage and driven to his 
home, where medical attention was given. 
The attending physicians believe he will 
recover, but had help been delayed only 
a few minutes his strength would have 
failed and he would have fallen a victim 
to the angry waters.

BOARD TO PROBE 
ALLEGED DEFICIT 


Laurens Education Beard Case Against 
Ramsay Estate. 


WAS SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 


Expert Employed To Examine Ac- 
counts of Late Colonel W. 8. 
Ramsay Claims Shortage. 
Surety ,Company Re- 
fuses To Settle. 


Dublin, Ga.. February 27.—(8pecial.)— 
The investigation being made by a board 
of arbitration this week in the case of 
the Laurens county ®Soard of education 
against the estate of the late Colonel 
W. S. Ramsay. county school commis- 
sioner at the time of his death, is attract- 
ing a great deal of attention and has de- 
veloped many interesting, if not sensa- 
tional, features. 

The arbitration board, which was set- 
tled upon to determine the matter that 
had for several months been at issue 
betwe®@ the board of education and the 
Ramsay estate, is composed of Hon. Dud- 
ley M. Hughes, of Danville; Hon. John 
N. Rogers. county school commissioner 
of Washington county: Hon. #@hn R. 
Baggett, of this county. and Messrs. C. 
W. Brantley and J. B. Caldwell. of Dub- 
lin. They began hearing evidence in 
the case Monday morning. holding their 
sessions in the superior court room of 
the court house. The county board of 
education is represented by Attorneys 
Daley. of Wrightsville. and Wade, of 
Dublin. and the Ramsay estate by At- 
torneys Sanders and Grimer. 

Colonel W. 8S. Ramsay had been school 
commissioner of this county for a num- 
ber of years prior to his death in the 
spring of 1900. He was a Baptist min- 
ister. and no man in this section of 
Georgia was held in higher esteem than 
he: In a short time after his death his 
office was filled by the appointment of 
Rev. J. T. Smith. Rumors began to 
spread that the accounts of the late 
school commissioner were noi correct; 
that there was an apparent shortage of 
several thousand dollars. 

The board of education employed an 
accountant to examine Colone] Ramsay's 
books. and the result was the announce- 
ment of a shortage of something like $.,- 
000. The board then called upon the sure- 
ty company. by whom the commissioner 
had been honded, for the amount of tne 
bond. The bond company resisted pay- 
ment, claiming that there was no short- 
age, and the board entered suit. This 
case was pending in an Atlanta court 
when, a few weeks ago, by an agreement 
between the board of education represen- 
‘tatives and the Ramsay estate, it was 
decided to withdraw the suit from the 
Atlanta court and submit the whole mat- 
ter to a beard of arbitration, each ‘side 
agreeing to let the -board’s decision be 
final. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
examined, mostly school teacnaers. Mr. 
Ripley, the accountant who found the 
alleged shortage, was on the stand yes- 
terday, and was subjected to a severe 
examination by the attorneys for the de- 
fense. 

The greatest of intérest has been man- 
ifested in the case on account of the 
prominence of Colonéi Ramsay's rela- 
tives, and the high esteem in which he 
was held before his death.

The Customs Revenue of Cuba. 

Washington, February 27.—The customs 
revenues in Cuba for the calendar year 
1901 were $15,626,388 as compared with

1, 1901. The customs revenues, exclusive 
of export duties, increased in 1901 over 
the previous year by $3235.031, or 2 per 
cent, and over the second preceding year 
by $1,228,680, or 9 per cent.

CHARILES A. BUSH FOUND DEAD 


HOLE IN FOREHEAD, PISTOL 
CLINCHED IN HAND. 


Was Broken in Health?Was of Pe 
cnliar Disposition, but Uni- 
versally. Liked. , 


Augusta, Ga., February 27.—(Special.)— 
Charles A. Bush, a well-known young 
man, was found dead in bed a few min- 
utes before 8 o'clock this morning. A 
revolver clinched in the right hand and a 
conspicuous bullet hole in his forehead 
clearly bespoke suicide. 

Mr. Bush was about 21 years of age. 
He had always been well known and 
well liked by a host of people here and 
in other cities. He was noted for his 
always neat appearance and gentlemanly 
manner. He was born and raised here. 
For many years he ws a stenographer 
in the office of Messrs. csoseph B. & 
Brvan Cumming, but for several months 
he resided in Savannah, somewhat broken 
in health. Since that time he has been 
staying with his mother, Mrs. Ellen J. 
Bush, at 222 Greene street. 

He went to bed early last night and 
showed no signs of unusual despondency. 
This morning he failed to rise at his 
usual hour. The room was entered and 
the young man was found on the bed as 
stated. 

Though fr. Bush was known as a 
young man of somewhat eccentric dis- 
position, his many manly qualities, his 
knightly courtesy and-his constant regard 
for the comfort of others, had endeared 
him to m@ny who were grieved at his 
untimely ending. 

The deceased leaves a number of rela- 
ties, among’ whom are his brother, W. 
E. Bush; his mother, Mrs. Ellen Bush, 
and his sisters, Mrs. John J. Evans, 
Mrs. Ball, of Florida, and Miss Stevie 
Bush. 

The body was cold when the examina- 
tion was made and the exact time that 
he had been deaf could not be told. Dr.

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HAZING AT WEST POINT. 


Practice Dying Out Under Rigid Dis- 
cipline of Superintendent Mills. 
Superintendent Mills, of the West Point 
Military academy, has the following to 
say concerning the present condition of 
affairs at the academy in his annual re- 
port to the adjutant general of the 

army: 

‘The discipline of the corps of cadets 
has greatly improved during the year, 
and is now in an excellent state. It is 
believed no military body of its size ex- 
ists which exceis it in soldierly appear- 
ance and in the perfection of drill and 
military exercises, as well as in the 
higher requirements of devotion to duty. 
This satisfactory condition has been at- 
tained by firm adherence to the measures 
adopted during the past three years to 
create among the cadets a higher soldicr- 
ly regard for their obligations, in partic- 
uiar those pertaining to hazing. While 
these measures and the subject itself have 
been fully cevered in previous reports to 
the war department, both will be re- 
viewed here at considerable length on ac- 
cour.t of their Importance. Such review, 
it is hoped. may in a measure correct 
some of the many erroneous impressions 
given and the prejudices excited last 
winter by the sensational manner in 
which a section of the public press ex- 
ploited certain allegations regarding a 
former cadet. 

“The question of the future continuance 
of any form of hazing has been definitely 
settled. All efforts were made to sup- 
press the practice and every of- 
fense established or any act in 
any wavy bearing on hazing was 
summarily and severely punished. 
The privileges and responsibilities 
of cadets were increased and per- 
sistent personal and official endeavor was 
made to create among them a healthy 
sentiment against the practice. 

“Hazing and its attributes alone gave 
grounds for the criticism which was al- 
rected at the institution early in the 
year. In one form or another the prac- 
tice has existed for many years. By re- 
pressive measures it has often been re- 
duced to mild forms, but with any relax- 
ing of these measures it has taken on re- 
newed life and new features. In recent 
vears, due in a measure to new condi- 
tions. it has developed to an extent of 
severity never before attained, I believe. 
and in cases it was carried to extremes. 
All cadets have not been in sympathy 
with the practice, nor indulged in it, and 
but few in any class have carried it to a 
point of brutality. 

“When public attention was called to 
the subject of hazing at the military 
academy by the allegations above re- 
ferred to, much had already been accom- 
plished to abate the practice. The harsher 
forms had been voluntarily abandoned 
by cadets, and a strong and _ rapidiyv 
growing sentiment against the practice 
had been created among them. The firm 
attitude of the war department in sup- 
porting the authorities in the endeavors 
they were making had a most saligary 
effect, and the department also had s0 
strengthened and changed the regulations 
of the academy that their application 
with the coming of this year’s new class 
would have insured a total suppression 
of the practice with its attendant evils. 
It is to be regretted that this most desir- 
able end was not to be attained without 
publicity. 

“While the evidence adduced before the 
military court of fnquiry and the con- 
gressional committee last winter showed 
that the allegations in the case which 
led to the inquiries were not true, the 
evidence laid bare the full extent of the 
practice as it had existed. and therepy 
resulted in much good by the public con- 
demnation it evoked,.and also by the wise 
legislation that followed the congressional 
committee's report. 

“The reforms that have been indicated 
mark an important era in te history of 
discipline and military Instruction at the 
academy. Diligence and discretion on the 
part of responsible officers will nike 
these reforms permanent, without In the 
slightest degree marring the perfection of 
crill, appearance and discipline. The cus- 
tom among cadets of settling disputes or 
difficulties among themselves by prear- 
ranged and often brutal fist fights Is over, 
and there need be no apprehension that 
the stoppage of such affairs will in any 
way impair a proper habit of manly seif- 
pe against personal assault or ‘n- 
sult. 

“Following the enactment of congress 
which required the superintendent of the 
military academy to prepare regulations, 
to be approved by tbe seeretary of war, 
which would effectually stop hazing, the 
regulations which were in existence at 
the time of the enactment have been im- 
proved and added to, and as now 
strengthened by congressional sanction 
are so comprehensive in detall that therr 
reasonable application not only insures 
tne present eradication of the practice, 
but should for the future prevent the re- 
currence of the practice or any of its at- 
tributes.”

Vincennes, Ind., February 27.—The jury 
in the Richard Davis case returned a 
verdict in favor of Davis for $9,000. Davis 
recently confessed to embezzling $75,000 
of a Washington, Ind., bank's funds, 
where he was cashier.

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EARRINGS ARE “IN” AGAIN.

Hence an English Journal Recites 
Their History from the Earliest 
Times Till Now. 

London Globe: The threatened revival 
emong young girls of the custom of 
wearing earrings has called forth a dia- 
tribe against what is denounced as &@ 
senseless and barbaric practice. But ear- 
rings have never died out; they are still 
commonly worn by ladies of the pre- 
ceding generetion; it is only that fashion 
had decreed what was certain to be tem- 
porary abstinence in the case of their 
daughters. Is it the unnatural though 
harmless operation of ear-boring involved 
that has aroused the ire of the “ad- 
vancec”’ opponents of the custom; or can 
it be the misfcrtune of their possessing 
ugly ears andthe dread of not following 
the fashion? For it is a fact that where- 
as the appendages enhance the beauty of 
well-shaped ears, they accentuate the de- 
fects of badly formed ones. Earrings are 
just as much relics of barbarism as are 
rings, necklaces and bracelets; but the 
feminine nature will have to undergo a 
very great change before the use of all 
or any is discharged. According to a 
Mohammedan legend, Sarah, being jeal- 
ous of Hagar, declared she would not 
rest until her hands had been imbued in 
her bondmaid’s blood. Then Abraham 
pierced Hagar’s ears quickly, and drew 
a ring through it, so that Sarah was able 
to dip her hand in the blood of Hagar 
without bringing the latter into danger. 
From that time it became a custom 
among women to wear earrings. 

Curiously enough, the Book of Genesis 
enables the custom to be traced back to 
the same people and to the same period. 
Among the presents which Abraham's 
servant carried with him when he went 
forth to take a wife unto Isaac, and 
which he gave to Rebecca at the well, 
was a “golden earring of half a shekel 
weight.”’ The- practice of wearing ear- 
rings must have been a common one with 
the Israelites while wandering through 
the desert, for the image of the golden 
caif was fashioned by Aaron out of gold 
earrings belonging to both sexes. For 
a very long period earrings were more or 
less peculiar to eastern nations. At first 
ihe Greeks and Romans expressed the 
greatest contempt at the men of the 
Oriental nations with whom they came 
into contact wearing earrings. Eventual- 
ly the Greeks first and then the Romans 
adopted the custom. With the former, 
hov ever, it was the result of a misunder- 
standing. 

The oracle of Apollo: having declared 
that if they wished to have good citizens 
they were to put what they held most 
precious into the é@ars of their children, 
misunderstanding the g0d’s meaning, 
they pierced the children’s ears and 
adorned them with gold. With the Ro- 
mans the fashion owed its origin to fem- 
inine vanity; and in the luxurious days 
of the empire fabulous prices were given 
for these useless ornaments, so that it 
was said of Roman matrons that they 
often had whole patrimonies suspended 
to their ears. One young aristocrat, by 
n2me Galba, stole and pledged one of his 
mother’s earrings, and with the proceeds 
defrayed the expenses of a tour through 
Europe. Of course, the most costly and 
celebrated earrings on record is that of 
Cleopatra, which contained a pearl val- 
ued at 10,000 sesterces, or rearly £100,000. 
This was the gem which she dissolved 
in tinegar and swallowed at the banquet 
given to Antony, in order to win the 
wager that it was possible for a meal 
to cost such an enormous sum. Both 
the Greek and Rorran men of that period 
affected earrings, but with the Romans 
the practice was confined to the nobles. 

The Danes are generally credited with 
the introduction of earrings into this 
country. On several occasions, when the 
sinews of war were at low ebb, the Dan- 
ish women came to the assistance of their 
men folk by yielding up these ornaments 
to the melting pot, while King Sweno 
was ransomed from this source. 
the Saxons, who, doubtless, imitated the 
Danes, were extremely fond of earrings 
is proved by the fact that a Saxon law 
expressiy enjoined that earrings and 
necklaces should, at a mother’s death, 
fall to the lot of a daughter. After the 
tenth century, however, the fashion seems 
to have declined throughout Purope, and 
earrings are neither found in graves nor 
seen in pecatings or sculptures. The 
wearing of them was reintroduced into 
- ae 8 gy in the sixteenth century, and 
Stubbs, writing in the time of Queen Eliz- 
abeth, says: ‘The women are not 
ashamed to make holes in their ears, 
whereat they hang rings and other jewels 
of gold and precious stones.’’ But what 
would Stubbs have said if he had lived 
to see men thus adorning themselves, 
which became the vogue ghortly after- 
wards? For example, in the famous 
Chandos portrait, Shakespeare is depicted 
with earrings; while if one closely scru- 
tinizes the pictures of the great nobles 
of the day, it will be found that many of 
them are wearing a left earring only, 
usually a pearl. In the seventeenth cen- 
tury earrings were no longer worn by 
Englishmen of birth and _ position, the 
fashion becoming transferred to sailors, 
who have retained the use of them, com- 
monly in the form of gold hoops, down to 
our own time. It has long been a com- 
mon belief among seafaring men of all 
nations that the wearing of earrings 
strengthens the eyesight, and is a cer- 
tain cure for sore and bileary eyes. 

As a matter of fact, the strengthening 
of the eyesight theory is generally ac- 
cepted by the educated clagses as weil, 
for one often hears of ladies who firmly 
believe that they have benefited accord- 
ingly. Let it be said at once, however, 
that this popular Theory has never obtain- 
ed medical favor. It is, indeed, nothing 
more than a superstition; probably a cor- 
ruption of that which taught that any- 
thin representing the solar system 
would, if worn either on the finger, or 
on the arm, or in the ear, act u@ a talis- 
man, In the case of inflammation of the 
eyes, however, it is just possible that ear- 
piercing might have once béen adopted 
as a modification of the old drastic cgun- 
ter-irritant that took the form of insert- 
ing a seton., 

Prom Elizabethan days the use of ear- 
rings by women has cqntinued to the 
—— time. The shape of the ornament, 

owever, changes completely with the 
fashions; long heavy pendants being syc- 
ceeded by smauHer ones, and these by sin- 
gle stones in almost invisible chatons, 
set close to the lobe of the ear. In the 
days before the discovery of anesthetics, 
by whose agency the -nerves in 
the lobes of the ear are ‘now 
numbed preparatory to piercing, the lat- 
ter operation used to be quite anvimpor- 
tant event in a young girl's life. There 
was the eensation of vanity aroused by 
the acquirement of the coveted orna- 
ments, which carried with them the dis- 
tinction of being considered grown up. 
the exaggerated dread of 
the pain which the piercing involved. A 
coarse but humorous engraving entitled 
“Ladies Ears Bored Gratis,”’ and sup- 
posed to be designed by Rowlandson, was 
published in 176. Needless to say, it is 
a shaft aimed at the proverdial vanity of 
the sex. Ear plercing also formed the

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LONDON’S GREAT FEASTS. 


Retrospect of Royal Banquets Upon 
the Occasion of That to the 
Prince of Wales. 


London Mail: Of royal banquets in 
the ality one of the most notable of all 
time was the banquet to the allied sov- 
ereigns on June 18, 1814. The czar of 
Russia, the king of Prussia, the Bour- 
bon Louls XVIII, and the prince regent 
attended, surrounded by the most bDril- 
liant assembly. Perhaps of recent ban- 
quets the one around which the mem- 
ories of city gourmands most fondly 
cling is that given on May 19, 1876, to 
the king, ‘then prince of Wales, on his 
return from India—a similar occasion 
to the banquet of today. Five-and- 
twenty years ago the city was in an 
extravagant mood. The cost was enor- 
mous. Eight hundred persons were en- 
tertained in most lavish style at dinner, 
and after dinner there was the grandest 
of balls, to which 5,000 people were in- 
vited. 

It is related that on this occasion 
the festivities were on such a mag- 
mificent scale that the late-departing 
uests were unable to leave the 

MN in consequence of the entra..ce hall 
being blocked with a ‘sold stack of 
empty champagne bottles. Lord Mayor 
Cotton was consul then, contract 
made with the caterer was for “a hand- 
some dinner and dessert served in the 
grand hall, consisting of West Indian 
turtie, venison, etc., pines, peaches, 
strawberries, hot house gra punch, 
ste cup, etc.”’ There were twelve 
massive loving cups and some ten gablong 
of the flavorsome mjxture were prepared 
by the cunning hand af the head wine 
man.

It is a flagrant con- 
coction, appealing deeply to the imagi- 
nations of the people who do not get 
any. The solemnity with which the 
big loving cup is handled, the. formal 
bow with which it is passed along and 
received, the ponderous deliberation with 
which the guest receiving the cup lifts 
it double handed to his mouth, and the 
expressions of deep content which over- 

reads the features after a véry small 
sip give to the brew, afar off, a rich, 
full flagrance such as no Falernian ever 
bore. But there are blase aldermen who 
have passed the chair who declare that 
the chief sensation produced by a dip 
into the loving cup formulates itseif 
vaguely about the pit of the stomach 
and calle immediately and insietent'y 
for just a tiny thimbleful of old bran- 
dy.

Roanoke, Va., February 27.—(Special.)— 
Master Malcomb H. Burton, the 6-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Walter H. Bur- 
ton, of thig city, Is just now attracting 
considerable attention. There is nothing 
especially prepossessing about the child 
from a physical point of view.

Charlotte, N. C., February 27.—(Special)

Cuba’s Coming of Age. 

The Cuban electors have chosen 
Senor Tomas Estrada Palma as the 
first president of the Republic of Cuba. 
Senators have also been elected and 
the assembling of the Cuban congress 
is next in order. Its first duty will be 
to prepare the government to ‘take 
over the control of the island and its 
destinies from the American authori- 
ties who have directed the affairs of 
the new nation since January 1, 1899. 

The conditions existing in Cuba at 
this jancture of her affairs is mostj 
interesting. A foreign but friendly 
pover has controlled all her concerns 
for over three years. It found Cuba 
in chains, suffering the horrors of a 
cruel policy of rapid decimation of its 
population by sword and starvation. 
ic released her, drove her oppressor to 
his home across the sea, beaten and 
humiliated, and then took up the work 
ef rehabilitating the country fdr the 
future good of its people. The work 
was a labor of Hefcules, but with a 
wisdom, a conservatism and a skill 
that must forever challenge the ad- 
miration of mankind and the approval 
of history, the American governors of 
Cuba have. brought the devastatied 
island back to the blessings of peace 
And the borders of prosperity. 

The :people have been’ given the 
blessings of complete internal tran- 
quillity, protection per persons and 
property,.new and economical systems 
of local and general administration, 
perfect sanitation, a marvelous reduc- 
tion of pauperism and crimes, and 
have been taught many of the whole-. 
some precepts of patriotism as it 
should obtain in a self-governing re- 
public, 

Governor General Leonard Wood 
has done that which marks him as one 
of the great national developers of 
modern times. His work has been 
harder and yet more glorious than 
that of any Stanley, or Cecil Rhodes, 
or Porfirio Diaz. He has erected a 
new nation out of the ruins of a colony 
and the remnants of a crushed people. 

Today he is prepared to hand over 
‘the restored and resourceful “Gem of 
the Antilles” to the control of its own 
people. There would remain no ele- 
ment of imcompleteness in his work 
had congress responded to the plain 
duty presented te it by General Wood, 
with the approval of the president, 
and given Cuba the tariff concessions 
that would assure her industrial and 
commercial prosperity. Yet, as thihgs 
are, Cuba will pass into the.control 
of a home-rule government and the 
duty of adjusting her trade and po- 
litical relations with this and all other 
countries will be for the wisdom and 
statesmanship of her own administra- 
tors. 

Whether or not the Cubans are ca- 
Pwebie of efficient self-government is 
a no repger our problem, but their own. 
‘We have said they are and have stead- 
ily prepared them for it, just as we 
would have prepared any of our own 
“unorganized populations. They may 
not be informed’ enough and adept 


ee enough to conduct a republic in all re- | 


spects the equivalent in forms and 
fashions as our own. We hardly ex- 
pect that of them. They are a differ- 
ent race of people, with totally differ- 
ent socia) bases, political traditions 
and governmental experiences. But”

’ doubts. that they can conduct the sort 
of government that they think best far 
themselves.

The Policy of Lincoln. 

Speaking of the recent Lincoln birth 
day anniversary, The Qmaha Bee takes 
occasion to berate some of the ora- 
tors for claiming that Lincoln was a 
devotee to the doctrine of “the con- 
sent of the governed.” It denies that 
he was such ana claims that he utter- 
ly ignored the doctrine. in his dealings 
with the people of the tate confeder* 
ate states. 

If people and newspapers will per- 
sist in raking over the old ashes of 
those wartime events, it is just as well 
that they be prevented from claiming 
to find in them more than they con- 
tain. And in this case it is certaMly 
worth while to the memory of Lincoln 
and to the truth of history to say that 
The Omaha Bee is entirely wrong in 
its statement that Lincoln ever aban- 
doned the doctrine in question in his 
proposed policy with the southern 
states that had engaged in the war. 

There is abundant testimony extant 
in the public documents and utter- 
ances of Lincoln, as given in authentic 
biographies, in contemporaneous 
prints and-in the recollections of men 
who were close to him, that he not 
only did not abandon the dé@ttrine, 
but that he proposed to‘apply it in all 
its integrity in the solfition of the 
southern situation. We know that 
Editor Rosewater, while a telegraph 
operator in the war department, once 
discussed grave matters of state with 
Mr. Lincoln on a Sunday, with crack- 
ers and cheese and beer between 
them, but this is the first time it has 
been claimed that Lincoln made Rose- 
water the repository of so startling a 
change of the policy that he had else- 
where and persistently proclaimed. 

It has always been accepted that 
Mr. Lincoln held to the view that the 
states could not dissolve the union by 
action upon their part; that, therefore, 
it never was dissolved, and although 
its authority for a time was suspend- 
ed, the end of the war ended thaf, 
suspension and the subdued states 
were to be dealt with as still in ex- 
istence and ways and means for their 


| restoration to their former relations 


only were necessary. It was congress 
that held differently and contended 
that the states must be reorganized 
and readmitted. de novo as members 
of the restored union. This is clearly 
snown by the examination of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens and others before 
the reconstruction committee of con- 


gress. 


Andrew Johnson inheriued the Lin- 
coln policy and tried to follow it, but 
congress refused to be bound by it 
and proceeded to make. military dis- 
tricts of the southern territory and to 
impose arbitrary terms upon the re- 
admission of the states to representa- 
tion in the union. We are sure that 
these things can be adequately proven 
from the records and that Rosewater 
is wholly wrong in attributing to Mr. 
Lincoln any manner of repudiation of 
the doctrine of the consent of the gov- 
erned.

They made the gen@rai allegation 
that the building and loan association as 
conducted on the national plan is imprac- 
ticable and has latterly fallen into such 
Sopular disfavor that it -would be im- 
possible for the company to ever hope to 
liquidate and pay off its stockholders; 
that the company is now gradually ex- 
hausting its resoyrces in paying with- 
drawals. 

The ‘Columbian Building and Loan As- 
sociation was at one time capitalized at 
$10,000,000 a did business in Maryland, 
Virginia, Wé4st Virginia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Georgia. Auxiliary 
bills have been filed jn these states. It is 
alleged that the capital stock has been 
reduced to $1,000,000 and that.the assets 
of the company have ehrunken to a great 
extent. .

HIGH SCHOOL BOYS 


WANT A GYMNASIUM | 


Several Minor Changes in Teachers 
Were Made by the Board of Ed- 
ucation Yesterday After- 


noon During Regular 
Monthly Meeting. 


The board of education, during the 
meeting yesterday afternoon, raised the 
salary of Miss Nettie C. Sergeant, prin- 
cipal of the Girls’ High school, from 
$1,500 a year to $1.750, and increased the 
Salary of D) W. Winburn, superintendent 
of repairs, from $1,000 a year to $1,200. 

The board also construed “immediate 
family’’ to mean father, mother, brother, 
tister, uncle and aunt. This is of con- 
siderable importance to teachers, be- 
cause, pmb rg the superintendent hag 
been under/the impression that those 
who were absept to attend the funefal 
cf an uncle or aunt were not entitled 
according to rule 50, to receive pay for 
the few days absent. 

Under the cunstruction of the hoard 
at least three teachers will be benefited, 
By a clause of the rule in question 
teachers will be allowed an absence of 
three days to attend the funeral of a 
member cf their immediate family with- 
cut ioss of pay. Three teachers were 
absent recently to attend the burial of 
Aunts or uncle: and, accordirg to the 
construction of rule 5) by the superin- 
tendent, they were charged up with the 
days. The boerd has decided they are 
entitled to get their full pay. 

Pay of New Teachers. 3 

The board adopted a rule to the effect 
that $50 should, in future, be the highest 
salary paid new tea@bers, to whatever 
grade assigned, until they shall become 
exrperierced in the work. It was tne 
—— of members of the board that 
experienced teachers should be entitled 
to more money than inexperienced -in- 
structors. 

The petition of boys of the high school 
to be allowed to establish a gymasium 
with funds raised by themselves, was 
referred to a special committee of three 
for consideration and report. This com- 
mittee consists of E.. P. Burns, Oscar 
Pappenheimer and Luther «Z. Rosser. 
The petition, ‘ich .,was numerously 
signed, was su aiitted by Robert E. 
Bostrom, a me oder of the executive 
committee of t. +: Boys’ High School 
Athletic Associati in; Marshall H. Lane, 
Jr., presidént of the association, and 
Robert S. Parker, secretary of the senior 
class. 

On, reveral occasions during the year 
public exercises are given by the students 
of the Boys’ High school and sums, 
ranging from $150 to $200, are frequently 
secured from the advertising in the pro- 
gramme of exercises. In the past this 
money has been expended im securing 
paintings of distinguished southerners. 
for the Hall of Fame, which was estab-~ 
lisned at the Boys’ High school ‘sevéral 
years ago. 

The boys contended that, while they 
are heartily in favor of continuing the 
hall, yet the space for portraits upon the 
walls of their society room has already 
been taken up.. They applied to the prin- 
cipal of the school, Professor W. M. Sla- 
ton, to be nermitted to establish a gym- 
nasium, but he denied the petition, ex- 
plaining that to divert use of the funds 
usually realized from programme adver- 
lising would mean the abandonment of 
the Hall of Fame idea, and this he was 
unwilling to encourage. He also took 
the position that a gymnasium was not 
needed, ag the boys, in his opinion, got 
plenty of exercise walking to and from 
the school. 

The boys contend that a temporary 
suspension of the plan to secure new 
portraits of notables .would not greatly 
interfere wif the gé@neral idea, as it 
might be continued after the gymnasium 
had been founded. All of these facts 
set forth at length in the 
petition filed. with the board yesterday. 
The boys express the opinion that the 
board will pass favorably upon the mat- 
ter. 

Several Changes Made. 

The board decided, upon recommenda- 
tion of the superintendent, that the time 
of holding the spring examinations of ap- 
plicants for teachers’ places in the public 
schools be the 9th and 10th of May. Leave 
of absence until] June 7 was granted Miss 
Edith Rosenbaum, teacher of fourth 
grade, Formwalt street school, on account 
of ill health. Miss Haddie Clarke, super- 
numerary at Davis street school, was as-. 
signed to have charge of the fourth grade 
at Formwalt during Miss Rosenbaum’'s 
absence. Miss May B. Kafferty was elec'- 
ed supernumerary to fill the vacancy aft 
Davis street school occasioned by the pro- 
motion of Miss Clarke. 

The question of teaching civil govern- 
ment in the Boys’ High school was re- 
ferred to the committee on schools and 
teachers with -power to act, while the 
matter of “purchasing mafSfand shoe- 
scrapers for the schools was referred to 
A. C. Turner, chairman of the finance 
committee of the board, witb power to 
act. 

The petition of Miss Sergeant, principizl 
of the Girls’ High school, for two book- 
cases for the library of that school, was 
referred tc’ the finance committee with 
power to act. The matter of supplytng 
hydrants of running water at the schools 
was reported upon by Dr. L. P. Stephens 
and the board decided te place one of 
these drinking fountains in some school. 
to be selected by Dr. Stephens, for ex- 
perimental purposes. 

Professor E. E. Utterback, teacher of 
manual training, asked that the board 
make an appropriation to be used in 
equipping temporary shops in the vacant 
rcoms at various schools. The matter was 
referred to the finance committee for in- 
vestigation, the committee being author- 
ized to expend a sum, not exceeding $150; 
to carry out the idea of Professor Utter- 
back, provided the committee should fa- 
vor the plan. 

Committee Meets Today. 

The committee will meet this”“morning 
at 11 o’olock in the office of Hoke Smith, 
president of the board, for the express 
purpose of considering the petition of the 
instructor in manual training. Mr. Utter- 
back has been requested to appear before 
the members of the committce. The board 
of lady visitors Was not in evidence at 
yesterday's session and no report came 
from them.

Building Permits for the

INCREASE OVER MONTH 
LAST YEAR, $48,699 


During the Past Twenty-Seven Days 
of February 140 Permits Have 
Been Issued by the City 
Building Inspéctor’s 
Office. 


Build:ng records have again been broken 
this month. According to the books in 
City Buildfmg Inspector Pittman’s office, 
the present month is aread of the same 
month last year by nearly $50,000. 

Up to the time the inspector's office 
closed yesterday afternoon: exactly 140 
building permits, aggregating $115,811, had 
been tssued. During the month of Feb- 
ruary last year the building permits 
issued by Mr. Pittman amounted to only 
$67,112. 

The month which will close today has 
not been considered a very good month in 
the building line, either, tut the business 
dgne was sufficient to break the record 
ot the same month last season. 

During the past twenty-eight days near- 
ly all the permits issued have been for 
dwellings or repair work. The largest 
single permit was issued on the 10th, in 
the name of the Jones estate, and was 
fcr 2 handsome new building for the 
Keely Company, at the corner of White- 
hall and Hunter strects. 

This permit was for $25,000. Only! five 
permits were issued yesterfay, but Sy 
aggregated $1,206. The new vear 
started out auspiciously, and thus far is 
considerably ahead of the first two 
months of 1901 in the matter of new 
buildings. The number of permits issued 
in January ofJast year aggregated $88,550, 
while those for the same month this year 
amounted to $118,366.

FLOYD DISPENSARY. 
GAINS GOOD POINT 


Ordinary Cannot Now Be Restrained 
from Declaring Result. 


SUPREME COURT ON RECORD 


Will Not Entertain Bill for Injunc- 
tion Where Act Has Already 
Been Committed—Citizens 
of Rome Discuss the 
Situation. 


The indications are that the anti-dis- 
pensary people of Floyd county are going 
to fall down on their first move in the 
courts to .prevent the law from going 
into effect. 

As will be remembered, they filed two 
bills in the superior court before Judge 
W. M. Henry, of the Rome circuit, to 
prevent the law from becoming effective. 
One of these was a petition for injunc- 
tion to prevent Ordinary John B. Davis, 
of Flovd county, from declaring the re- 
sult of the election. The other was a 
petition for injunction to prevent the 
election of dispensary managers, as pro- 
vided in the bill, on the ground that the 
act is unconstitutional. Judge Henry de- 
nied the petition for injunction in both 
cases, and refused to grant a superse- 
deas in the case of the petition to stop 
the declaration of the result by the or- 
dinary.

ILL FROM BITE OF SPIDER. 


Miss May Arendall Was Bitten by 
Spider a Year Ago, and Is 
Now Ill. 

Exactly a vear after having been bitten 
by a poisonous spider, Miss May Aren- 
dall, daughter of Policeman J. L. Aren- 
dall, was taken suddenly ill last Monday 
and her physiciaa believes her illness is 
due to the bite.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, werent oma most active 

stocks in today’s market were among thcse 
rather better known to the average 
Speculator than these - which have 0oc- 
cupied The greatest attention for s€¥- 
eral days, but the obscure specialties 
still had a large part in the market, particu- 
larly in the width of their price movements. 
Gome néw ones were brought forward today 
into activity and were puehed emartly upward 
and advances continued in some others recent- 
ly awakened into activity. Still others reflect- 
ed the passing cf the speculative movement 
and the taking of profits, after which market 
support was withdrawn ‘and the prices were 
allowed to take their own course. The’ very 
large and persistent buying of Colorado and 
Southern gives color to the rumors that con- 
trol of the road is sought. The admission of 
Chicago and LKastern Iilinois interests to the 
directory cf the Evansville and Terre Haute 
is accepted as confirmation of reports recent- 
ly current of a consolidation. With these two 
received examples as a basis, rumors of many 
other absorptions and. consuiidation of miner 
railroad systems received ready credence. in 
the more important stocks there was a re- 
sumption of I'uesday’s rise in Brooklyn Tran- 
sit on buying attributed to inside interest, 
but without explanation. Chesapeake and Ohio 
and Norfolk and Western were lifted on the 
reports of the extraordinary demand for bi- 
tuminous coal. There was support from in- 
side sourcesAor Missoufi Pacific, but the jarge 
liquidation continued in that stock, supposed 
to be the result of the recent death of a 
large holder. Amalgamated Copper ani Ten- 
nessee Coal were actiye but irregular, but both 
of these stocks close@ unchanged. The mar- 
ket as a whole continued sluggieh and nesg- 
tected. The dubious condition in which the 
Northern Securities Co.npany is kept by the 
pending litigation against it, and the uncer- 
tainties cf the money outlook are amply suf- 
ficient to account for this state of affairs. 
The consultations now going on between those 
interested in the Northern Securities Company 
and the fact that some of the banke are in- 
clined to question the offering of Northern 
Securities stock as collateral accentuate this 
feeling. The export today of $3,500,000 in 
gold offered no apperent relief to the ex- 
change market, indicating that the gola went 
to meet maturing obligations abroad, and that 
no exchange bills were sold against it. Al- 
though no effect resulted in the New Ycrk 
money market, the continuance cf such forces 
will cause higher money rates without fail.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, February 27.—Corn strength was 
the dominating factor in grain, speculation to- 
day and worked against depressing influences 
in other pits steadied wheat and oats and itself 
held firm. May wheat closed %@Kec down, 
May corn %c higher and May oats a shale 
lower. Provisions closed 5@7'%4c to 10c higher. 

Corn started out soméwhat better than at 
yesterday's close, influenced by firm cables. 
The crowd, however, took the selling side ear- 
ly and an easy feeling was manifest for a time. 
The local selling was offset by a fair com- 
mission house demand, the southwest duying 
liberally and professionals later came in ‘the 
market with bull gntentions. As prices a4- 
vanced shorts were forced to cover and @ 
wood trade developed. Kansea City and St. 
Louis again took the lead in futures over this 
market. There were claims that cash bust- 
ness was going on there. The strength in 
these martes did much to help bull sentiment 
here. Predictions of storme in the southwest 
also was a bul) factor. May opened unchang- 
ed to \%c up at 60%@6ic, eased off to 60%, 
and then jumped smartly to 62%c. Late in 
the day profit taking caused a loss of much of 
the strength, though May ciceed firm ‘4c high- 
er at 61%c. Receipts were much lighter than 
estimated at 115 cars. 

Wheat had only the corn bulge to help it 
in a struggie against numerous bearish tenden- 
cles. Cables started slightly higher, but at no 
time reflected yesterday's local strength. North- 
western and primary receipte were increased 
and the crowd took the selling side. There 
were reassuring reports of crop conditions that 
helped bear the market, as did an absence of 
demand for the grain in store. Under the in- 
fluences May opened %“%@\c to 4@%c lower at 
76%@76%c and eased to 76%c. Then the corn 
influence began to help, the outsider bought 
and manifested a desire to play the marke.. 
Predictions of cold weather in the west also 
induced some buying. May sold up to 77%c, 
but the late Nquidation in corn started the 
local crowd, who had been the best sellers, 
to tammering the market again and prices slid 
off. May closed weak %@«4c lower at 76%<«. 
Local receipts were 37 cars, 2 of contract 
grade. Minneapolis and Duiuth received 533 
cars, making a total for ‘the three points of 
570 cars, against 292 care last week and 342 
& year ago. Primary receipts were 656,000 
bushels compared to 494,000 bushels last year. 
Seaboard clearances in wheat and flour equal- 
ed 193,000 bushels. The seaboard reported 19 
loads taken for export. 

Commission houses took hold of oats early 
and bid the price of May to 44c. There was 
fair buying on the strength of corn, which ex- 
¢«rted same influence, but near the close May 
was offered more trely and tne strengtn was 
lost. Western offerings were rather light. 
Local receipts were small. Provision people 
were the best sellers. May closed steady a 
shade higher at 43%c. Receipts were 80 cars. 

Provisions were fairly active and maintained 
a good strength all during the session.

Chicago, February 27.—The wheat and corn 
market today was simply a professional one. 
The ,outside public does not sem to have re- 
covered from the unexpected slump of a few 
days since, and seems inclined to hold off un- 
til the mafket assumes a more steady tone. 
Our market opened this morning at compara- 
tively yesterday's final figures, with very lit- 
tle trading on either side. After the forenoon 
session Chicago and Duluth reported a large 
export demand, which caused wheat and corn 
to advance very rapidly from ‘%c to I%c re- 
spectively, with large outside buying, as it was 
ascertained later that these rumors were with- 
out foundation, and the cereal market elumped 
as quickly as it enjoyed the advance an hour 
previous. Later it was confirmed that a good 
foreign inquiry was being developed in the 
corn trade, which steadfed corn on the late 
decline, the corn market closing at an advance 
of ‘ec over yesterday; but, on the other hand, 
wheat lost a fraction under the previous fig- 
ures. There is no doubt but that the corn 
supply is limited and would in all probabili-
